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THE RAINBOW COLORS. 


8«« How Man/ You Can Distinguish 
and What Thay Ara. 

How ntaiiv color- an* there in the 
rainbow, or. what i* the same thing, 
how manv can one make out in the 
light that has come through a dia¬ 
mond, a piece of out glass or the 
beveled edge of a mirror? The 
book*, of course, aav seven. But 
how many people really do see three 
different shades of blue as distinct 
on one side of the green as are the 
red, orange and yellow on the oth¬ 
er? By no means everybody, we 
may be sure, although, on the oth¬ 
er hand, it is known that certain 
sorts of ant*, when they look at the 
rainbow, see only the sky where we 
see the red band, while, to make up 
for it, they see next to the violet, on 
the other auie of the bow, one or 
two colors invisible to us. 

Now, if there are rainbow colors 
which men do not see at all. ami if 
some people make out only six col¬ 
on where others distinguish seven, 
because they are blind to one of the 
three shades of blue, oue might 
guess that there would be people 
somewhere in the world who would 
be able to tlnd no more than five dif¬ 
ferent colors or perhaps .inly four. 
There really is reason for thinking 
that tins is the case The early 
Greeks hud no word for blue, and 
Gladstone always maintained that it 
was because they could not see blue. 
Moreover, it seems to be a general 
rule that where a language does not 
have woriit for red, yellow, green 
end bine the blue ut always the oue 
to be lacking, and travelers among 
the savage tribes in the interior of 
Borneo have reported them to be 
bine blind. 

There are scientists who hold that 
ages ago men could see in the rain¬ 
bow only red, orange, yellow and 
green, and that gradually, as they 
have progressed in other respects, 
they hare added first gre**ui»h blue, 
then indigo, only lately violet, and 
will by and bv add others slilL As 
1 wote the sun, shining through 
the corner of my ink well, throws 
rainbow tints on the wall paper. I 
can distinguish only six colors, but 
I am au old fogy. You young peo¬ 
ple should be able to find seven. 
Can any of you get a hint of the 
eighth, which some day perhaps ev¬ 
erybody will be able to see?—New 
York fterald.

Biggest Farm On Earth. 

The American Farmer contains 
the following account of the Rau- 
kiu farm above St. Joe, the largest 
farm tu the world: 

“Nearly forty yeara ago an Llli- 
noie farmer discovered that land 
on oue eide of a state line was sell¬ 
ing at $20 au acre, while he might 
hoy any amount on the other side 
of the imaginary dividing mark 
for leaa than a third of that amount 
Real estate meu told the farmer 
that no railroad would ever go 
near the Miaaouri land, hot he sold 
hie farm in Illinois aud >>ought all 
ha could of the laud at $0 per 
acre. 

“Not long ago David Rankin, 
who is the man that bought the 
•cheap acreage, took au inventory 
of hia possessions in the neighbor¬ 
hood of Tarkio, Mo. The inven¬ 
tory showed 26,040 acres, 12,000 
fattening hogs. 9,000 cattle, 0,000 
hones, more than 100 cottages in 
which the employes of the big farm 
were housed, great quantities of 
farm machinery and the like. 

“The total tiguree up to some¬ 
thing like *4,000,000 in value. 
That didn’t include the 1,000,000 
buahelsof corn prodneed annually, 
or the 60 miles of tiling and 
ditches, tome of which had been 
draining the marshlands of 40 
years a«o. 

“ ‘They say I’m the biggest 
farmer in the world,’ says Rankin, 
‘and I guess it’s true. Lota of 
men have more land than I, bat 
they use it for cattle ranges only. 
Mine is a farm.’ 

“Rankin never raises cattle or 
furnishes range. He buys the raw 
steers from the plains, and fattens 
them, until worth twice what he 
pays for the feeders, as they are 
called. He never sells corn, be¬ 
cause by feeding it to cattle, ac¬ 
cording to a minute calculation of 
hia own, he gets more ample re¬ 
turns. It is forty miles from the 
nearest to the most distant part of 
his farm. 

“Mr. Rankin is Sootb-trlifiT^-I^e 
was bom in Indiana ip rural pov¬ 
erty. He made his itart trading 
a colt for calves, and raising the 
latter into steers. Today he owns
